The effect which will touch the English and 
Continental people more nearly, will be their 
mercantile losses, prospective as. well as im- 
mediate. The extent of their trade with this 
country is glanced at in another place. The 
embarrassment to this trade, whichisto reverse 
its ordinary course and to bear heavily upon 
the London and: Paris money markets—pro- 
ducing at the same time, serious mischief to 
the English and French manufacturers—is 
thatthe raw material of cotton, which. must 
ve had from the United States, and foreign 
Bread, which may be required from:the. same 
quarter, can no longer be wholly ‘paid for in 
‘goods. The want of cotton, on the extremely 
low supply now in Europe, is absolute, and 
must be met; if need be, by. a drain of gold. 
The counter-action,. from. the temporary 
suspension of a single market ‘in‘their export 
trade, on the Manchester interest, will not be 
such as to diminish materially the necessity 
for liberal: atocks of the raw staple, unless 
the leading London journal greatly misrepre- 
‘sents the manifold resources of the “broad 
trade of the British empire in its manufac- 
tured products. But there will probably be a 
-recompensing advantage to the trade, even in 
this, on the seore.of price, ..which must. rile 
relatively cheap,.if.to be met by the , embar- 
rassing and_ reluctant process of ‘remitting 
gold, on a dear money market, from the other 
side.

Next to the disastrous consequences of the 
hard times at home, every one begins now to 
inquire what is tobe the ‘effect abroad. . The 
last packet from Europe prepares us to look 
‘out sharply for the next... There begins to be 
a nervousness on the subject among our im- 
porters and importing agents, which increases 
with each intervening day between this and 
the rebound from the last chapter of financial 
accidents sent ‘forward by the packet of the 
18th October. The immense interests at stake 
among this class of merchants, not affecting 
their own property alone, but the bankers in 
Wall-street, through whom they have opened 


credits, will-sufficiénfly account for the dread’ 
ful state ‘of suspense ‘into which they have . 


been'thrown. A numberof them have yielded 
tothe pressure -in advance. Others -have 
quietly ,obtained: an extension of. payment 
upon their credits. A third ‘class have paid in 


part and thrown themsel¥es upon the indul-. 


gence of their bankers here or, 

abroad; for the remainder. But there are 
hundreds yet standing, who have neither 
wavered in prompt payment, nor struck their 
flag to misfortune or pressure in any form. 
It is these that feel most keenly the continued 
raging of the storm and dread to hear the re- 
verberation from Europe.
